Joint Session of the Society and the Subsection on International Law 
of the Second Pan American Scientific Congress 

Tuesday, December 28, 1915, 8 o'clock p.m. 

The ninth annual meeting of the American Society of International 
Law, held in connection with the Subsection on International Law of 
the Second Pan American Scientific Congress, was called to order by 
the President of the Society, the Honorable Elihu Root. 

The President. Gentlemen of the Subsection on International Law 
of the Pan American Scientific Congress, gentlemen of the American 
Society of International Law, and ladies : It gives me great pleasure 
to act as the spokesman for the American Society of International Law 
in welcoming all of you who are our guests at this our annual meet- 
ing, and especially to welcome the cooperation and union of the mem- 
bers of the Pan American Scientific Congress in this effort towards the 
promotion of the science which underlies and is the basis of all inter- 
national good understanding. 

It has been customary in the past at meetings of the American So- 
ciety of International Law for the presiding officer to begin the meet- 
ing by a very informal statement of the principal and most significant 
events in international law and diplomacy during the preceding year. 
That I shall omit. I shall hold that the terrible events which have 
happened during the past year are within the knowledge of all and 
that they are beyond the power of anyone's description, and shall pass 
immediately and ask your attention to some observations upon the out- 
look for international law.
